Cleveland’s Latest [Illustration of 
Innocuous Desuetude.

“WASHINGTON (D. C.), Aug. 24.—[By the 
Associated Senate.—In the Senate 
immediately after the readMig of the jour- 
nal, the message from the President on the 
subject of the rejection of the fisheries 
treaty was laid before the Senate and read 
by the clerk. — 

The reading ‘was listened to with close 
attention.- When it came to a close Mr. 
Sherman moved that it be printed and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Re 
lations. 

Mr. Edmunds: On that motion I would 
like to say a word, although [ am in favor 
of it. If I had been five or six years 
younger than I am I should have been sur- 
prised at that message; but I am not; and I 
am only highly gratified at the patriotic ex- 
pression of the hopes and wishes, and almost 
intentions, of the President of the United 
States in reference to the protection of 
American interests and American rights. 
But the peculiarity of the situation, as it 
seems to me, is that of having had a statute 
providing for self-defense, approved by the 
President of the United States, and 
passed by the substantially unanimous vote 
of both houses (if that made any difference 
to his duty in faithfully executing the law), 
and after full consideration of all its points 
and bearings—the extent to which it should 
go, the objects to which it should be limited, 
and circumstances under which it should be 
brought into play—eighteen months in 
round numbers have gone by, and we are 
now informed by the President of the 
United States, for I take it that this is 
what he means, although no wordof that 
kind is in the message, that no stepof any 
kind hag been taken to carry into execution 
the plain provisions of that 

Continuing, Mr. Edmunds said: “It is 
true that the law did not require the Presi- 
dent to put into effect measures of self- 
defense until a case should have arisen of 
injustice which should satisfy him that 
American rights were being unjustly dealt 
with, If there has been no instance of in- 
justice since the passage of the act, the 
President has been right in taking no step 
in respect to the matter. If, however, in 
his opinion (ashe now states it) there have 
been instances of the denial of just rights, 
why is it that the President has not taken 
any steps in the exercise of the powers im- 
posed upon him in the exercise of the high 
duty which the Constitution imposed upo 
him of seeing that the laws are faithfully 
executed? hy has he been silent for 18 
months with the whole power of the law in 
? { must express my surprise, not 
aS a partisan but as a citizen, that he has 
failed to take any steps, and now sends a 
message asking that additional powers be 
given him. The Canadian Government has 
not refused to trans-ship fish on the ground 
that article 2 of 
Washington was not in 
has refused to transship 
on the ground that that article did not over- 
ride the convention of 1818, by which an 
American fishing vessel was not to come 
within the three-mile limit. When the 
Canadian authorities denied to American 
fishermen the right to trans-ship their fish 
from Halifax to Boston or New York, the 
President was justified in denying to Cana- 
dian fish or other transportation 
across our country. That is the Pact, and 
the President tels-us that it bas existea 
now for two years. Following that fact, 
which the President says is a gross out- 
rage, isthe statute of the United States 
which says thatif he is satisfied that such 
fact exists he shall apply the means of re- 
dress which the. statute has put in his 
hands. Why doeshe notdoit? Alas! Mr. 
President, <hink it is an infinite pity that 
inso simple a case, an adequate and fair 
statute, which has never been tested by the 
first step, remain unexecuted and in 
such a state of inocuous desuetude,: until 
the President may see whether Congress 
we put more ammunition into his 


Senator Hoar said that the Senators on 
the Democratic side had fairly laid down 
before the demands and threats and pre- 
tensions of the little dominion of Canada.

A “TIMES” REPORTER REVIEWS 
THE SEAPORT TOWN 


And Finds Some Mighty Hard Places 
in It—Tne Southern Pacific's 
Operations Lagging—The Water- 
logged Bark Johanne in Port. 


There has been, perhaps, less effort to 
“boom” the town of San Pedro than any 
other place in the county, but there has 
been, nevertheless, a steady and very grati- 
fying improvement atthe port of Los An- 
geles. The town has always had a reputa- 
tion for “toughness,” and it cannot be said 
truthfully that this reputation was unde- 
served, at least in the past; but even then it 
is a question whether San Pedro was much 
worse than other seaport towns. Some 
months ago, however, a change came over 
the place, and the good citizens, who, after 
ail, really control affairs when they are 
fully aroused, determined to put the town in 
a position to secure its share of the immi- 
= that Was pouring into Southern Cal- 

fornia, and give it that importance which 
it merited asa future commercial center. 
The aid of the press was invoked, anda 
newspaper, the Clipper, with J. H. Gold- 
smith as editor, was established. Then 
came the hght to put the lawless elemeut 
under restraint, and for the better accom- 
plishment of this object the matter of in- 
corporation was brought up, and, aftera 
struggle, was carried. The etfect was seen 
almost at once. Itis true the saloons and 
dancehouses ran as before, but fights and 
rows were of less frequent occurrence, and 
better order was maintained on the water 
front. The general tone of the town also 
improved, and a feeling of contidence was 
inspired, which found practieal illustration 
in the building of handsome residences 
and other investments of capital on the 
bluff above the sailor town. 

RAILROAD IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad also 
seemed to wake up to the situation, and to 
realize that their business was rapidly out- 
growing their facilities, and steps were 
taken to improve the harbor, so that the ex- 
pense and delay of lightering would be 
done away with and deep-water vessels 
could discharge their cargoes directly on 
board the cars. With this object in view 
surveys were made and work commen 
at Point Firmin on a harbor which, when 
completed, might shelter the navies of the 
world. In order to see just what had been 
accomplished, a Times reporter spent yes- 
terday in San Pedro looking over the 
cane and found that, while there had 

na great deal of talk, much. practical 
work had been done, even withia the past 
three months. The most noticeable fea- 
ture, perhaps, is the new — buildin 
just approaching completion. Itisa hand- 
some, two-story structure, situated in about 
the center of the town, and adds much to 
the general appearance by shuttihg off from 
view a portion of Front street. Another 
thing, a traveler passing through San Pedro 
on the cars should nut judge the place from 
what he sees from the windows. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, buta a small portion of the 
town proper is visible from this point of 
view, and the worst of it at that. 

THE HIGH BLUFFS 

overlooking the ocean afford splendid 
building sites, and these are being rapidly 
covered with attractive cottages and villa 
residences. The business portion of the 
town, however, is not up to the standard, 
nor hes it kept up with the growth of the 
residence section, but this is probably 
owing to the fact that it is expected to 
establish a town at the new harbor at Point 
Firmin, where most of the business will be 
transacted, as the railroad will center there. 
Another bad feature is the noticeable lack 
of hotel accommodations. It is said that a 

00,000 hotel will be erected on Point 

irman this fall, but this will hardly fill 
the “long-felt want” in San Pedro proper. 
There are a number of restaurants and sev- 
eral lodging-houses, but what is wanted is a 

ass commercial hotel, and the sooner 
it is in operation the better. 

MATTERS ALONG THE WHARVES 
were very guiet, more so than it has been 
for some time past, it was said, there being 
but four lumber schooners discharging, and 
several lighters with coal. Outside, how- 
ever, there were 14 large vessels that were 
unable to cross the bar, but it is hoped that 
with the appropriation for the coming year 
a depth of eet will be se- 
cured on the bar at low tide, and 
with some dredging on the inside, this will 
enable ships of ordinary draft to come 
in at any time, and larger vessels when the 
tide is full. The regular steamer, Pomona, 
arrived from the north during the day, dis- 
charging at the company’s wharf, but the 
larger vessel, which went up in the morn- 
ing was compelled to lie out inthe road- 

the passengers being. taken out in a

trip out to the point showed that the 
raliread company was 
MAKING HASTE VERY SLOWLY 
in their harbor-building. The tracks are 
all laid and yard facilities completed, but 
this was done three months ago, and the 
only new work that could be seen was 
about 300 feet of wharf built out into the 
ocean, and only about a dozen men were 
employed on this. It was stated that opera- 
tions had been suspended until the arrival 
of the creosoting machine, the piles having 
to be treated with creosote to, protect them 
from the ravages of the destructive teredo. 
The piles nearest the shore are cased, but 
it was decided that it would be less ex- 
pensive and more effective to treat them 
with creosote, hence the discontinuance of 
the casing. Work on the wall was also at 
a standstill, itis said, because of a break in 
the machinery ; but it was learned that only 
a day or twoa week was devoted to this 
icular work, from which it was 
nferred that breaks must be rather 
frequent, or the company decidedly dila- 
tory, or perhaps there was a little of both. 
No signs of a hotel were seen, but it was 
learned that the plans had been accepted in 
San Francisco, and that all that they were 
waiting for was material; this latter state- 
ment, however, hardly looks reasonable, as 
there is enough lumber stacked up in the 
ards at San Pedro to build half a dazen ho- 
sis, and scill have enough to supply all le- 
——— demands. There is no lack of 
wn lots, at any rate, as the whole point 
has been surveyed, and the stakes are as 
thick as hops. 
But to return to San Pedro. 
DIVES AND DANCEHOUSES, 

A great deal has been said, at one time 
and another, about the “‘dives’” and dance- 
houses of the town, which have assisted so 
materially in ziving it a bad name—a black 
eye, asit were, metaphorically speaking. 

he reporter made a tour of the most 


notorious of them, and while they 
are bad enough, as bad, perhaps, 
as those in any seaport, they are 


no worse. They are run, however, 
entirely too openly, and are beginning 
to encroach on the better part of the town, 
and the good people have determined that 
the proprieties must be observed. Several 
of the houses are located in Stingaree 
Gulch, which is known from one end of 
the coast to the other, and would be as good 
a place as any for them but for the fact 
that a church has been erected on the bill 
on one side of the guich and a shoolhouse 
onthe other, and it is, to say the least, 
annoying to have divine worship inter- 
rupted by the banging of a crazy piano and 
the shouts of drunken vagabonds on the 
Sabbath, to say nothing of the demoraliz- 
ing effect on the school-children, who are 
compel to be daily witnesses of scenes 
of bestiality and debauchery. 

The most pretentious place in the culch 
is kept by Jack Conar, better known as 
“Coffee Jack.” Jack is avery tough citi- 
zen, who formerly kept a similar resort in 
Eureka, Humboidt county, but was ordered 
to leave that place for the general good. He 
is wealthy, and owns half a dozen or more 
cottages in the residence portions of the 
city, besides the place where he carries on 
his business. It isa two-story frame build- 
ing, with a barroom in one end and a large 
dancehall in the other, connected with large 
doors. Business was very dull when the 

porter called. Half a dozen homely 
“squaws” were sitting on benches ranged 
around the wall, and probably a dozen 
sailors and loafers, besides three or four 
. neers,” were keeping them company. 
A waltz had just eoncluded, and a woman 
was led to the bar by her partner to quench 
her thirst, which she did by taking a 
tumblerful of whisky straight, without 
water, after which they returned to the hall 


for the next dance. It is the unwritten law 
that the men and women must drink after 
each dance, and when they have been im- 
bibing the tanglefoot for five or six hours 
the scenes enacted can better be imagined 
than described. 

AN EPISODE. 

During one of the intermissions a couple 
of the hoodiums Itndulged in a friendly 
“scrap,” when one hit the other on the nose, 
causir®& the claret to flow. The one whose 
nose was flattened lost his temper and 
swore Yengeance, but before he could do 
anything a couple of the aforesaid 
“bouncers” interfered, and he was 
quietly but firmly “fired,” after which the 
festivities proceeded. Occasionally, how- 
ever, bloody fights do occur, and the ready 
knife is used, but unless the person is 
badly hurt the affray is hushed up, and 
nothing is heard of it outside. 

“Nigger” Brown’s was next visited. 
Brown formerly resided in San Diego, but 
Was ordered out of that city, and came to 
San Pedro, where he was backed up by a 
frm of merchants, who. went his security 
for the lumbes to put up his house. The 
Same general features characterized this 
piace as the former one. Thecolor line is 
not drawn, and all meet on terms of equal- 
ity—white, biack and tan-colored men and 
women, all joining in together. ‘The 
“bouncer” was also present here in force, 
but bad no opportunity to show his ability 
during the reporter’s visit, as there were 
but fewin the place. Brown has inaugu- 
rated a new,departure by putting his music- 
ians in an elevated stand at one end of the 
room, probably to keep them out of danger. 

Gus Seigers has the third and last house 
in the gulch. Seigers’s place is known by 
the expressive, if not euphonious name of 
“Hell’s Kitchen,” and it probably fully de- 
serves its striking title. This den aoes not 
differ from the others, being neither better 
nor worse, and is conducted on the same 
general plan. 

ALL OF THESE PLACES 

either have rooms in the same building or 
small cottages adjoining, which are occu- 
pied by the very lowest class of prostitutes, 
with their male companions, who would not 
hesitate to rob a man, or, if need be, to 
knock him 1n the head, if they thought they 
could get away. They are, in fact, the very 
lowest specimens of humanity. and are a 
source of danger to apy community. 

Besides these three places in the gulch, 
there are at least two others which are caus- 
ing the people a great deal of annoyance. 
These are the Turf Exchange, at the corner 
of Fourth and Beacon streets, and the Bon 
Ton, on Beacon street, between Fifth and 
Sixth. The first is a saloon, with a house of 
prostitution in the rear, and the latter is a 
cigar store, with the some sort of attach- 
ment. These places are no worse than such 
dens usually but they are located on 
one of the principal streets, through which 
res ble peopie are constantly passing, 
and the citizens think they should be sup- 
pwr An effort was made some time ago to 

o this by having the owner of the buildings 
indicted for renting them for immoral pur- 
poses, but it fell through, it is charged 
through the neglect of the authorities in 
prosecuting the cases. One of the women 
was also arrested for selling liquor without 
a license, and was fined but $10 by the Jus- 
tice of the Peace. As the licenss is $25, the 
Justice’s action was very sharply criticised 
at the time. There are 
places on Front street, but they do not 
amvuntto much. This closes the list of 
“<lives.”” Thereare, however, any number 
of saloons, good, bad and indifferent, so that 
there is no necessity for any one getting 
dry in the town. San Pedro whisky has 
almost a national reputation and needs no 
commen’. The method of distillation is 
unknown, but it is generally supposed to be 
strongly ‘‘fortified’” with aqua fortis. 

ALONG THE WATER FRONT. 

‘As above stated, but little was doing 
along the wharves yesterday, and the only 
gossip outside of the usual routine was 


about the bark Johanne, which recently ar- 
rived from New South Wales with coal for 
this port. The sailors wish to have 


the vessel condemned as unseaworthy, and 
have made application to Judge Ross, at 
Los Angeles, for that purpose. The vessel 
is probably unseaworthy, but the men 
greatly exaggerated the condition of the 
ship. Seafaring men laugh at the idea of a 
vessel makiaug a six-weeks’ voyage with 
men up to their waists in water, and say 
that if it was as bad as reported that a crew 
four times the size of the Johanne’s could 
not have kept her afloat. The ship will be 
uriloaded, when she will be examined, and, 
if found useless, will be broken up. 
Another trouble was that theship was over- 
loaded, and, as she is very old, considerable 
water got into her hold, and the men had to 
put in considerable time at the pumps, 
which so dissatisfied them that they deter- 
mined to seek legal aid'in getting out of 
the affair.

WARNED OUT. 


A MORB’S RESPEOTS TO AN ERAST- 
SIDER OF BAD REPUTH.

On the corner milkman John Pau! keeps 
his cows, and next to it lives Philip Sam- 
son with his wife in a little one-story house 
on stilts. Bebindisa large lot belonging 
to Mrs. Samson, where she keeps a cow and 
some hens, Across the street jives Mrs. 
Miller in a neat cottage, with the sign of 
“Sick Nurse” over the door, and adjacent 
to Samson lives Mr. Jones and his family. 

Philip Samson is described by his neigh- 
borsasa “Creole or a Portugee,”’ but his 
wife says he is an American of French de- 
scent He formerly ran a restaurant on 
San Fernando street, and was my as 
a 200k in the Depot Hotel. He has done 
nothing the last two months. 

Mr. Samson’s reputation among his 
neighbors is far from good, He has been 
reported to have been discharged from the 
Santa Fé Hotel for having taken improper 
liberties with a young girl, and other rumors 
of the kind have been circulated about him. 
Some time last week Mrs. Miller’s little 
daughter, aged 10 years, complained to her 
mother about Samson’s having acted most 
indecently toward her, and Mr. Muller tried 
to obtain his arrest, but a warrant was not 
issued. Some children of a German family 
named Gibson also tell ugly tales about 


him. 

Last Saturday Mrs. Jones, his neighbor, 
let her two little children go over there to 
play. He shut up one in the henhouse, and 
taking the other, aged only 6, upstairs, went 
through the most disgraceful actions with 
her. Mr. Jones, when told of it, wanted to 
shoot him, but was dissuaded by his wife. 
As no actual outrage was attempted in any 
case, no warrant could be issued against 
him; but the parents were informed that 
if they-would give him rope enough he 
would hang himself. 

The neighbors, not wishing to take an 
chances on such an event, thought that it 
might be better to anticipate it a little. 
Thursday night, a mob of some 25, boiling 
with indignation, assembled and marched 
to Samson’s house. Here they saluted him 
with and hoots, and “fired rocks 
aroun lively.” Some counselled the 
“white cap” mode of procedure, but being 
mostly honest workingmen with ager 
they were easily dissuaded. They call 
him out, however, and formally notified 
him to leave town within 48 hours. After 
this they fired their little pistols over his 
house, to show him what to expect when 
— called again, and went peaceably 

ome. 

Mrs. Samson, who is not blamed by any 
one, denies that he did such 
things, and lays the stories merely to his 
being always fond of little children. She 
feels very badly about it. The neighbors, 
however, seem to have overwhelming evi- 
dence against him, and feel very hot about 
it. If he does not clear out, the mysterious 
vigilantes are likely to reappear. Samson 
went up town yesterday to ask for police

DISBANDMENT OF THE ARMY 
OF aston. 


The Olosing Scerfes at Anaheim 
Landing—A Night Attack and Hor- 
rible Slaughter (in a Horn)—More 
Names—The Total Attendance— 
Camp Urders—“Lights Out.” 


ANAHEM LANDING, Aug. 23. 
—{Special Correspondence of 
Times.] The comrades seem to have 
‘been thoroughly awakened to the inter- 
ests of the occasion, and the last days 
of the eucampment have truly been the 
pest days. After the well-nigh tragical 
affair of yesterday, which had such an 
unexpected termination, the temporary 
gloom which had fallen over the camp 
by the unfortunate occurrence was 
lifted, and everybody, except the three 
unhappy individuals who were bitten 
by stingareés, felt in the best of spirits. 
Last evening alarge meeting of vet- 
érans w as held in the pavilion. Each 
comrade present gave the number of 
his regiment, and, if he choose, some 
little reminiscence of the war in con- 
nection with his service. It was one 
of the most interesting meetings of the 
whole 10 days’ encampment. Stories, 
humerous or pathetic, ridiculous or 
heart-rending, followed each other in 
rapid succession. One comrade capped 
the climax by declaring he had stolen, 
or “‘berrowed,”’ as he termed it, ‘“‘more 
chickens than the pavilion would hold. 
When we went foraging,’’ he said, “if 
we brought eatables into camp it was 
all right, but if otherwise, we were 
taken to task for our sins. Once, I re- 
member, two of the boys came in 
bringing a clock and an old spinning 
reel that they had approggiated. They 
were called up by the commander, who 
sternly said: ‘What did you steal 
those things, for?’ ‘Surely, Yer 
Honor,’ responded Mike, one of the 


culprits, ‘An’ I got the spinnin’ rale to 


see if I couldn’t wind up the war.’ 
‘And you?’, demanded the. com- 
mander, turning to the time-piece 
thief. ‘An’ I wanted to see how long 
it would take to wind it up,’ was the 
prompt reply.” 

Comrade Brooker 
teresting account, of Sheridan’s 
famous ride. He was an eye-witness 
of the scene, as the brave General came 
dashing into our lines at Cedar Creek 
on his foaming steed. 

The motion was made and carried, 
with shouts of applause and waving of 
‘caps; that this camp be named ‘-Camp 
Brooker” in honor of the commander. 
It was a most enjoyable evening, and 
all dispersed at a late hour to dream 
of shot and shell, chicken foraging and 
battle scenes. 

Just as the warriors were dropping 
into peaceful slumber, the entire camp 
was aroused by the roll of musketry in 
the near distance; nearer it came, and 
volley after volley was discharged in 
quick succession. It did not require a 
novice to discover that the enemy was 
upon us, and we were to undergo all 
the horrors of a midnight attack. All 
was activity and bustle in an instant, 
troops were hurriedly called together, 
‘and hastened to uip themselves to 
withstand the attack, and soon the roll 
of drum and the flash and roar of ra 
idly-discharging muskets told 
frightened women and children of the 
camp that the battle. was on. The 
**boys in bine’ fought gallantly, and 
after half an hour’s desperate struggle 
the enemy ‘was repuised and fell back, 
carrying their dead and wounded with 
them. Quiet was not restored to the 
camp, however, till early dawn. Such

A Bid for Irish Votes Is the Comment 
of London Papers. 


How the President's Little Move Is Regarded at

Toronto (Ont.), Aug. 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| ‘The President’s message on 
the fisheries question is the topic of general 
discussion. Grain dealers whose interests 
are very much involved in the measure did 
pot restrain their disgust at the threats of 
Snterference with consignments of export in 

fond. Others feared an increase in prices 
of general commodities and in railway 
rates. 

Vessel-owners say that the results of ex- 
cluding Canadian vessels from American 
ports will be practically to ruin Canadian 
shipping interests, as, without American 
trade, vessels cannot secure sufficient traflic. 
The immediate effect of closing the canals 
to Canadian vessels would be to injure 
Port Arthur asa shipping port and ulti- 
mately to blast the future of the promising 
place. 

Sir Henry Taylor, president of the Grand 
Trunk, Railway, could not believe that the 
American people sericusly thought of a re- 
taliatory policy such as was sketched in the 
message. He would prefer to think the 
whole thing a political move which would 
serve no purpose when ‘the election of 
President was decided. 

NO SURRENDER. 

Referring to President Cleveland’s retali- 
ation message. the Mail says: “We are 
free to admit that the step Cleveland ad- 
vises Congress to take would be a grave 
one for us in the Northwest, which is now 
on the peint of obtaining a competitive 
royte to the East through American terri- 
tory. The President is entirely and 
egreciously mistaken, we think, in sup-

CONGKESSMEN’S VIEWS. 


How Members of the House Regard 
the Message 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The President’s message was 
the all-absorbing topic of conversation 
among the few members present in the 
House today. Party lines are already being 
drawn. The Democrats are praising the 
message as a statesmaniike utterance, 
while the Republicans are generally con- 
demning it as purely political. 
Representative Hooker, Democratic mem- 
ber of the Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
which will deal initially with the message 
and the Wilson Bill to give effect to the 
President’s views, said: “I think it a very 
able exposition of our rights under the 
treaty of 1818, and presents very cogent 
reasons for enforcing the act investing the 
President with the power to retaliate against 
Canadian importers and exporters. Unfor- 
tunately the Senate, when it found it could 
not agree to the original treaty, did not pro- 
pose amendments which might have been 
submitted to the Government of Great 
Britain, thus settliag by negotiation the 
controversy between the two countries.” 
Representative Payson of Lilinois said: 
“Without fully committing myself to it, 1 
think the President has sufficient power 
under the existing law to express the senti- 
ment of our people, and not only compel 
recognition of our rights but secure an 
equitable adjustment of the trouble. There 
is more politicsjhan necessary in the mes- 


e,”’ 

 Pepresentative Crisp of Georgia said: “I 
think the message is a decidedly pro 
thing todo under the circumstances. ‘The 
President waives his own opinion on the 
subject of the treaty and accepts the de- 
cision of the Senate as final as to the pro- 
priety of making the treaty, but at the same 
time resorts to the next best thing and asks 
Congress to allow him to adopt retaliatory 
measures. The country will accept the 
message as an earnest of his desire to pro- 
tect the rights of American citizens.” 

Representative Adams of Lilinois said: 
“If he needs the power he asks, he shall 
have it as far as my vote goes. [am doubt- 
ful about the existing law, however.”’

RETALI ATION EASY. 


How Canada May Be Made to Suffer 
at Once. 

New York, Aug. 24.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The Herald’s Washington special 
says: “It is understood tonight that a very 
important discovery has been made, by 
which one of the greatest privileges now 
enjoyed by Canada will immediately cease 
order of the Secretary of: the Treasury, 
and that is the right to ship her products in 
bond through the territory of the United 
States for export from ports of the United 
States. It was supposed that article 29 of 
the treaty of Washington was in harmony 
withthe laws which were then on our 
statute-books, and that they were 
still in force. An investigation shows 
that this is not true. The privilege was 
given to Canada first by article 29 of the 
treaty to send her products toour ports 
for export. That privilege never before ex- 
isted until Congress enacted, in March, 
1873, that the right should be given as long 
as the fishery articles of the treaty re- 
mained in force. They have ceased, and 
so the privilege given by that law has also
